ſeth him? 

Let not then, oh Tudas, charity ſhoulder out pietie: nay 
charity will not, cannot: for * faith worketh by lone, And 
loue neuer dined in a conſcience , where faith had not firſt 
broken her faſt. Faith and loue are like a paire of com- 
paſſes z whilſt faith ſands perfectly fixed in the center, 
which is God; loue walkes the round, and puts a girdle of 
mercie about the loines : there may indeed bee aſhew of 
charity without faith, but there can bee no ſhe of faith 
without charitie: Man iudgethby the hand, God by the 
hart.
